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A SUMMING UP 
‘ Nov. 28. 

‘The series of articles on “The! 
Manchurian Medley” attempts 
to provide material of first-hand 
impressions for the formulation 
of conclusions on the fundamen- 
tal issues of the present situation 
in Manchuria. They may  be| 
taken to show that a country of| 
vast possibilities has been woe- 
fully mishandled by the titul 
owners. ‘The Chinese peasant,| 
escaping from the unkempt, 
unhusbanded, neglected country’ 
of his native Shantung to the| 
land of promise where Japanese} 
enterprise has enabled industry} 
to reap the fruits of its toil, has| 
gradually had the mortification} 
‘of seeing reproduced in the land| 
of promise the very same condi-| 
tions which led to his emigration. 
But it would be illogical to at- 
tribute the present situation to| 
that betrayal. ‘The action of tho} 
Japanese Army on September 18, 
by the initiative, apparently, of a 
comparatively junior officer, was| 
taken without the explicit ap- 
Proval of the Government 
at Tokyo. It was inspired 
by no ‘special solicitude for 
the Chinese peasant, for Man- 
churia or for Japanese enterprise. 
‘Tt was the expression of a milit-| 
ary clique’s desperate attempt to| 
regain or prevent the loss of ity| 
Political ascendancy in Japan it-| 
self. It matters little that tho 
peculiar nature of the constitu- 
‘tional position of the military in| 
Japan provided facilities for} 
such a step and, in fact, has| 
thrown obstacles in the way of} 
assertion of the Civil Adminis- 
tration’s paramount authority, 
‘Those who are disposed to look| 
to the undoubted wrongs of the} 
Manchurian peasant and tho ad- 
mitted grievances of the Japan: 
ese in that country and, on 
that account, to condone the ac- 
tion with its world-wide reper- 
cussions, must realise that this 
uncontrolled initiative on the 
part of the Army in Manchuria 
can be supported only at the ex-| 
pense of those principles for} 
which the Allied Powers, includ- 
ing Japan, sacrificed their man- 
hood in the Great War.

‘League of Nations is assailed in 
the action of one of its original 
members. 

‘The complete domination of| 
the Army in Manchuria has pre-| 
yented the free expression of the| 
civil authority's opinions. —1¢ 
this military putsch had _ not 
been staged, Japan would havo} 
had an unanswerable case for} 
Presentation to the judgment of] 
the world. It seems plain that| 
her Government was preparing| 
Stich a presentation, It would 
have had the full sympathy of 
‘other nations in the result. There 
really was no divergence of| 
view between the soldiers and| 
the politicians of Japan on the| 
need for an early termination of| 
the intolerable situation created 
‘by the evasiveness and provocativa| 
‘irresponsibility of Chinese off 
cialdom. But the soldiers were 
unwilling to. permit pass from| 
their hands the power of direct- 
ing or framing policy.

It seems clear 
from the various trade and 
financial reviews which come to 
hand that the countries which 
have followed Great Britain's 
example will, in the long run, 
tend to offset the early advant 
ages which the abolition of the 
gold standard gave to Great 
Britain. It seems clearer that 
there ‘are many arguments 
against its early resumption, not 
alone because of the cost such 
an effort would mean to the 
country, but, also because the 
is an imposing possibility that 
the gold standard may fail of 
itself and much good effort and 
money would be wasted if Great 
Britain sought to make the neces- 
sary sacrifices which, by lat 
developments, might be rendered 
useless. 

Tt has been suggested, with 
some degree of reason, that the 
better course for Britain in this 
currency impasse would be 
seek to establish a new substitute 
for gold,—the diminishing pro- 
duction of which may place the 
world in a serious position some 
years hence—and thereby  pre- 
vent the Empire being dragged 
fat the wheels of the Federal 
Reserve System of the United 
States or the Bank of France, 







































and it is suggested that somo 
form of Imperial Currency 
‘Standard, under an imperial 


currency board, may serve the 
purposes of Empire trade, secur- 
ing the benefits of stable ex- 
changes and comparatively 
stable prices. It is expected 
that such an arrangement would 
not only provide an effective 
medium for inter-Dominion trad- 
ing and thereby supplement 
whatever is decided upon in the 
nature of a preferential tariff, 
but also provide an encouraging 
example to the rest of the world 
against the time when universal 
operations under the gold 
standard may have to be dis- 
continued.

Candidates could 
appear on the talkie screen, 
Ministers and ex-Ministers could 
broadcast the statements of their 
case. More important still this 
aid to mass suggestion was rein- 
forced by the extension of the 
franchise to the point at which 
there could have been few houses 
boasting ouly one duly franchi: 
ed lector. A house divide 
itself cannot stand.

Into the discussions of the Sept- 
‘ember Assembly of the League the 
Manchurian situation broke as a 
bombshell, fo ‘ap 
parently precluding consideration of 
many other issues. But the official 
records of proceedings now to hand 
indicate that a very important step 
with regard to future possibilities 
‘of co-operation between the League 
‘and organised women was taken in 
the 1931 Assembly as the result of 
‘Spanish initiative, Following upon 
the appointment for the first time, 
in July of this year, of a Commis- 
sion composed entifely of women 
for the consideration of the ques- 
tion of Nationality of Married 
Women, a formal resolution by the 
mbly to “examine the pos- 
sibility of women co-operating more 
lly in the work of the League” 
is of muck interest. 


Women’s equal right with men to 
professional “participation in the 
work of the League of Nations was 
recognised from the first, and 
specifically stated in Article 7 of 
the Covenant of the League. 
Though numerically fewer than 
mien, women have occupied execu- 
tive’ position of considerable im- 
portance and have also performed 
work of very great value while em- 
ployed in less spectacular positions. 
Shanghai's recent experience | in 
‘ing Dame Rachel Crowdy, for 
eleven years head of the Social 
Section, has. given women in this 
‘city a realisation of tho creative 
service which women have already 
rendered in League circles. Those 
who heard her describe the efforts 
directed toward suppression of the 
International Traffic in Women 
know how large a part her courage 
us “handling of that question 
played in the measure of success, 
which has attended it, Her frank 
giving of credit to the Committee 
‘Of experts, who made, at personal 
risk, direct observation of the con- 
ditions of the traffic, does not, de- 
tract from the courage with w 
she herself urged the publication of 
the report in. its existing form, 
which made of it what she described 
as the “League's best seller.”
